Both had made tbeir way directly to 
their home, situated

southeast from here m a loiiely part of 
the county. 


AbramB, who received a full load of 


buckshot in the face, was compelled to 
•walk the entire distance, it being hie 
horse that was killed by the detectives. 
Arrived at home, Abrams was secreted 
tiehind a dreaaor, and when Sheriff Sal- 
ing and his posse came up to the house 
aoon after his arrival, he was in a faint. 
When he kuew that escape was impossi- 
ble he made a hold attempt to stand off 
his captors with a revolver. The officers 
had the drop on him und he finally cave 
in. Search for the other bandits was 
resumed.

CHINESE FORCES DEMOEALI7EI) 


Believed 
That European Powers 


Will Interfere Unless the 


War Ceases Soon. 


WASHINGTON, September 
ID. — The 


confirmatory nttwe received today by 
Secretary Greshain of the defeat of the 
Chinese by land and sea, with notice 
that telegraphic communication be- 
tween Pekin and Corea had been shut 
off by the Japanese, is taken here as an 
evidence that the Chinese forces are in 
a miserable plight. The small remnant 
of an army in Corea is cut off from re- 
inforcement 
by 
sea as 
a 
result 


of the defeat of the Chinese fleet at 
the mouth of the Yalu river. They can- 
not communicate with their own gov- 
ernment by wire, and as their escape 
from the Corean peninsula by 
the 


northern overland route is prevented by 
the seizure of mountain passes by the 
Japanese, their surrender appears to be 
inevitable. 


The Japanese are now in force on the 


border and coast of their enemy, and 
an early transfer of the scene of war 
from Oorea to China is looked for by 
army officers, unless movements should 
be prevented by the early advent of 
winter. Military experts believe that 
as soon as the remaing Chinese troops 
in Corea have surrendered the Japanese 
will transport the main body of their 
troops by sea from Ping Yang to the 
Manehnrian coast, and by making 
rapid advance on Mukden, the capital 
of the province, will soon be in position 
to organiee a campaign on Pekin itself. 


It is believed here that the Chinese 


forces are almost demoralized. To cease 
the war it is believed the great powers 
of Europe will soon interfere, fenrint; 
that Japan's victory would be followed 
by domination prejudicing European in- 
terests in the Orient. 


8iiAsau.il, September 19.—Field Mar- 


shal Count Yagamata, commanding the 
forces in corea, is marching with 45,000 
Japanese troops on Leukdeu. 
The 


treasure captured at Ping Yang amount- 
ed to $3,000,000. 


DYNAMITE GUNS. 


All the Requirements Met and the 


Work Accepted. 


WASHINGTON, September 19. — The 


war department has been notified by 
Manager Phipps, president 
of the 


ordnance board, which conducted the 
recent tests of dynamite gun batteries 
at Sandy Hook, N. Y., that the guns 
worked well and that all of the require- 
ments of the contract have been met. 
Consequently the battery and plant 
will be accepted and the Pneumatic 
Dynamite company will be paid $160,000 
for one eight inch and two fifteen inch 
guns with all boilers, compressors and 
machinery, shells need in the test and 
ten reserve projectiles for each gun. 
This experiment having resulted well, 
work will be pushed on the dynamite 
gun battery for Pan Francisco harbor.

ever they were. When they can b 
disposed of at a fair valuation ther 
will be enough money to pay all claim;

She wai 
he daughter of S Forehand;president ol 
be Forehand Arms Coaapany of Wor- 
eater, Mass., a man reputed to .be very 
wenlthy. 


Mrs. Colvin came here about a year 
,nd a half ago to obtain a divorce from 
ier husband. During the earlier period 
if her visit she met Stengele, and it was 
ceepted as a fact among their friends 
hat as soon as the court had freed Mrs. 
Colvin from her first matrimonial alli- 


nce she and Stengele would marry. 
rpr the past fortnight Stengele'a usual 
iigh spirits seemed to desert bun, but 
his changed nature was attributed to 
anything out the right cause. However, 
none knowing him bad the slightest SUB- 
ticion that "Handsome Jack," as he 
(ras familiarly called, had murder and 
uicide in his heart. 
Soon after 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 


rig Stengele left his boarding house in 
•ompany with hia room mate, J. Clo- 
leasy, and walked to the Hotel Port- 
and. where they parted. Stengele en- 
ered the hotel and. wrote the following 
utter, which was found ou his person 
after his death:

bo form of a monnd and sprinkled with 


little chopped parsley. 
Cucumbers aro seldom used except 


ra\v, and yet they aro both delicious 
aud digestible when cooked. Tho pool 
should be removed, and the cucumber 
should bo boiled nutil tender, then 
drained aud sliced and simmered in 
•ood brown gravy, to which a very lit- 
:lo chili vinegar has been added, for 
seven or eight minutes. Radishes like 
encumbers, can bo served hot as well as 
in salads. They should bo tied ia 
bunches and toiled for IS or 20 min- 
utes; then placed on toast and covered 
with white sauce. Peas, French be;uis 
and sprouts aro greatly improved by bo- 
ng tossed for a few minutes previous 
'ft sending to table in a saucepan con- 
taining a lump of fresh butter, a tea- 
Fpoonful of cream, a pinch of caster sug- 
ar and seasoning of pepper and salt A 
rather more Bimple v»ay of treating 
French" beans is a la Francaise. They 
aro put into a pan with a picco of but- 
ter, the juico of half a Icmou aud a 
little pepper and salt 


A ragout of peas needs but to bo eaten 


to bo appreciated. Put three ounces of 
butter into a saucepan with a teaspoon- 
fnl of minced onion, a few leaves- of 
fresh mint, pepper and salt When these 
ingredients havo simmered for i» fow 
minutes—take cure that they do not 
acquire .the least color—add a quart of 
green poos and shake tho pan to prevent 
their burning. After fivo minutes add 
half a pint of water, ftTejy little borax 
and half a teaspoonfnl of powdered 
sugar. Cover the pan closely and draw 
it to tho side of the firo and let thocon< 
tents cook slowly for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Tf allowed to boil, the 
water wiil soon bo absorbed, and unless 
more is added at once tho peas, instead 
of being large and tender, will be 
shriveled aud hard.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gaaettc.

bottle of tea should accompany yon. 
Tea ia one of tho best tilings in the 
world to put in drinking water to im- 
prove its taste and counteract the effect 
of change in water, 'which affects Kom« 
people seriously. Take a quarter of a 
pound of tea—black tea is best, or tho 
nucolored Japan—and pour over it near- 
ly a quart of boiling water. Let H 
stand for an hour or two; then pour off 
tho liquid iu a bottle, put a glass stop- 
per in it and cany in your traveling 
bag. Pour a tablespoonful or two in the 
water you drink. If yon desire iced tea 
to drink with your lunch, yon have only 
to put two or three tablespoonfnls • o: 
the decoction in a glass and add too wa 
t«r from tho cooler, and. you havo a 
pure and healthy drink. It is said that 
the reason tho Chinese drink so much 
tea is because the water in that country 
is such horrible etuff.—Washington 
Star.

Lane succeeded in throwing Donahue, 
heavily falling oh him. Donahue con- 
tinued to strike out while the pair were 
on the ground, and at last Lane knocked 
Donahue out with a blow under the ear. 
As Donahue's head waa on the ground 
at the time the blow took full effect. 
Donahue gave two groans and expired. 
His neck was broken; Dr. E.E. Brown 
who was summoned in haate, conf 
the fact.

price of wool was advancing since the 
passage of the Wilson bill. These state- 
ments were not based on any authority 
or facts, but simply were kept going. 


f led the Chronicle on last Friday 


,o publish nearly three columns of tn- 
.erviewa with alt the principal wool 
uervhants and dealers in San Francisco. 
The sulaianee of all the interviews is 
bat the price of wool is not only not 
tdvaitcing, but is actually going down. 
These men know their business, and 
they quote facta and figures to substan- 
tiate what they Ray. Of course, e 
uan who wishes the country well 
wants to eee prosperity again in the as- 
cendant, would lite to see wool reach a 
good price once more, but when the; 
irice is going down it ia no use to eay it 
s going up; and when free trade ia 
working ruin to the wool business it is 
oily to say it ia doing the wool business 
good. Extracts from some of the inter- 
views are aa follows: Baltard & Hall 
Baid: 


'•The statement that prices went up 


from 1 to 3 cents appund since tbe pnas- 
*ge of tbe bill is a deliberate inifirepresen- 
;atioh of the facts. Just before the pass- 
age of tho bill, when Cleveland do- 
ion need it. and Gorman said eitberhia 
nil should pass or tbe McKinley bill 
•euiain, some felt sure that the Wilson 
lill, removing the tariff on wool, would 
lot pass. Prices then went np from 1 
.o 3 cents, and the sales iu Boston for 
.he three weeks prior to the passage of 
,he bill were heavier than ever in the 
listory of the wool trade. Immediately 
on the passage of the bill prices dropped, 
and tho market is in a deplorably poor 
condition today. 


"Now, 1 am not going to talk off the 


XK>k. 
I will quote figures. We are 


Miyiiig today Humboldt and Mendocino 
spring wools iu greaso at 11 to 12 cents, 
he former price on which was 18 to 25 
cents a pound. San Joaquin spring 
wools are now 4 to G cents, where they 
were 14 to IS cents. As for scoured 
wools, under the McKinley tariff they 
sold for.30 to 55cents; under the Wilson 
ariff they are quoted at 18 to 33 cents, 
it would have been an easy matter to 
lave verified tbe statement that the 
Wilson tariff had advanced prices 1 to 3 
cents; hut perhaps that was not desired, 
as the advices show that tbe purchases 
made at advanced rates occurred, all of 
them, before August 28. 


"Whore ia the wool grower going to 


jet off? He will not get enough to pay 
iim for shearing nnd marketing tbe 
A'ool under thia beneficent Wilson tariff. 
Previous to August 28 we had plenty of 
orders; since then I do not know of a 
single order from the East having been 
placed in thia market. The leading 
•onimiBsioa houses in Boston write: 
'We do not intend to do any buying un- 
til after the auction sales in London on 
the 18th.' 
;A statement is made in the Exam- 


iner article that wool warehouses are 
empty, leaving it to be inferred that the 
saiea have been so great that the houses 
tiave been cleared out. This is only half 
a truth. It was wool sales that emptied 
them, but the reason is that the houses 
are no longer needed; they are goins; 
out. of the wool storing business. One 
of tlieee houses belongs tu Christy & 
Wise." 


Flint & McLennan, wool sorters and 


scourers, said: "Wool is selling todaj 
40 pei cent less than when Cleveland 
went into office. The best offer on 
ecoured wool is now 3 cents lesa than on 
the day before the Wilson tariff bill waf 
paasiHl, The only results of this bill 
have been to send the foreign market 
up and the United States 
market 


down." 


Jacob Wollner, wool broker, paid: 


"Wool today is from 1 to 2 cents lower 
than it was three weeks ago. The out- 
look for all California wools since the 
passage of the Wilson tariff bill ia very 
poor indeed, in fact, manufacturers in 
the east don't want any of it. They will 
take foreign wools in preference and 
will get low-priced foreign woola in com- 
petition with California wool." 


Isaac Harris, dealer in wools, hides, 


pelts, eic., Baid: "When Cleveland took 
his eea Southern spring clip sold for 
cents, today's price is 6 cents; Hum- 
bottapring clip sold for 22 cents, today's 
price is 11% cents; mountain fall clip 
sold for 12 cents, today's price is G cents; 
mutton sheep, per head, sold for $3.50, 
today's price ia $2.50; fat lambs, per 
head, sold for $2.80, today's price is 
$1.60. 


"On every butcher's block can bo 


oeen the evidence of tbe cheapening ef- 
fect o! free trade, where mutton aud 
lamb are being sold at retail for 8 and 
10 cents a pound. This state loees in 
the depreciation of the value of its wool 
clip fully $2,000,000 and on' itfl sheep 
$6,000.000, making the total loss to 
sheep raiser and state $8,000,000. This 
does not include the monetary deprecia- 
tion of land used for pasture. 
" We muat admit that the farmer buys 


hia clothing for a little less money than 
he formerly did, hut he misses the renl 
[or his stubble field, which was more 
than sufficient to buy all the clothing he 
wore."

A comparison of the cost of conduct- 


ing tho treasury department under those 
administrations is also greatly to the 
credit of tho Republicans.

Their Poor Educational Qualities 


Again. Brought Out. 


From Shturday'a Daily. 


The Board of Education were to have 


held a meeting last night to take final 
and decisive action on the heating sys- 
tem for the high school and also to pre- 
pare to advertise for bids for tbe con- 
struction of the high school. 


Trustee Hadsell sent word that it 


would be impossible for him to be pres- 
ent, eo the board adjourned until this 
evening, as theyvrish to he unanimous 
in their action, 


Mise C. C. Pendergast, one of the 


eighth grade teachers, appeared before 
the board and urged upon them the 
necessity of a supplementary arithmetic 
to be used, in her department in con- 
junction with the statearithmetic which 
is entirely inadequate. Miss Pender- 
gaet was compelled last year to put 
the extra work, which she found abso- 
lutely necessary, on the black boards, 
from 
which it was copied by the 


pupils. This she waa obliged to do for 
four clasaes, and one more class haa now 
been added this year. She thought she 
could do neither justice to the pupils 
nor to herself unless some relief was 
given. 


A majority of the board were in favor 


of adopting a supplementary book, but 
Mr. Church insisted that the law strictly 
prohibited any eurh action. He con- 
tended that they should nse tbe Btate 
books prescribed by law. 


Misa Pendergast stated that she had

They Break the Record as Grapi 


Pickers. 


VV. C. Thurman, whose vineyard lie 


in Kutncr colony, about ten miles eas 
of Fresno, has solved the labor problem 
so far as it applies to his vineyard. Tn 
stead of hiring Chinese, or sending to 
San Francisco for laborers, he went t 
the foothills and hired fifteen men wb 
knew what work ia and are not afraic 
of it. 


They have averaged eighty trays eac! 


per day. One vine in Mr. Thurman' 
vineyard broke the record for produc 
tivBness. From it Gfteen trays wer 
picked.

UNDERDRY RAISINS. 


T. C. White, raitin inspector for the 


association, in making tbe rounds on 
iifi work hag discovered something of 
;reat interest to the rainn growers. At 
tearly all the packing houses raisins 
are brought in, iu which there are a few 
lunches or berries not dry. These are 


;ed with the others in the sweat 


wxett. They are usually very large 
bunehea, which did uot dry as quietly 
is the smaller bunches on the same 
tray; but the grower did not take the 
paiuu to pick off the uudenlry berries 
tor take off tbe nnderdry bunches from 
he tray, but poured all into the sweat 
axes together aud hauled them to the 
packing houee, not thinking that a few 
underdry bunches or berries would 
make any difference. 


But they do make a difference, and it 


i a very serious difference. Yesterday 


three six-horse wagonloads of raisins 
were rejected by the packing houses, 
and were sent back to have the under- 
iry grapes sorted out. Otherwise the 
tisius were all right. 
Tbe reason for refusing to receive 


them ia. that when underdry raisins are 
packed with others the pack is faulty, 
ind the inspector refuses to put the 
>rand of the association on them. The 
lacker does not dare sell them without 
he association's brand, for by BO doing 
ie would forfeit his guaranty check. 
The raisins are useless. The packer 


mnot sell them. It is all because a few 


underdry raising are mixed with the 
there. The association is determined 
o keep tbe pack up to the standard, 
nd to build a reputation which shall 
be useful for all time. When the brand 
oes on raisins, that shall be a guaranty 
hat they are exactly what they are 
ipresented to bo 
The growers can very easily sort out 
be raisins which are not quite dry. 
Vhen the trays are stacked, and are 
eady for the sweat box, the onderdry 
berries can be picked from each tray 
aud laid aside for further drying. It 
akes but a moment for each tray, and 
he expense is almost nothing in coin- 
>ari«m with having whole loads re- 
urned from the packing houses. 
The underdry raisins are usually on 


very large and fine bunches, and are tbe 
best of all, if properly cured. They are 
clusters. By laying them aside for fur- 
her curing, a few boxes of tine four 
:rowns will be had, and the difference 
n price will pay for the eorting.

The chair appointed the following 


committee of five to attend to local ar- 
rangements: M. E. Harris, J. F. Halt, 
W. W. Wharton, Rev. S. M. Marsh and 
Mrs. J. I>. Wood. 


M. B. Harris announced that he 


would attend the Prohibition conven- 
tion shortly to be held in Madera county 
and would make known the choice of 
the Fresno county convention in regard 
to the Sixty-third assembly district, in 
which Madera IB jointly interested. 


The matter of filling the vacant places 


on the ticket now came np 
The mem- 


bers of tiie convention smiled and wait- 
ed for the other fellow to apeak. It had 
got to be plain, straieht-out personal 
talk, if anv good was to be done, and 
the names 'and merits of candidates on 
other tickets had to be weighed in the 
balance. Most of them were weighed 
and foand wanting, Mr. Snow coming 
off better than any other, though he 
did not get an an indorsement. 


In fact a motion was made that the 


committee abstain from indorsing any 
of the candidates, bat this waa thought 
to be arbitrary and undiplomatic, and 
wae withdrawn. Nevertheless the idea 
exactly represented the sentiment of the 
majority, and when it was pointed out 
that the indorsement of any candidate 
on the other tickets was simply inviting 
the League of Freedom to attack him, 
the proposition of indorsement was rele- 
gated to the limbo of oblivion. After 
all there were only two candidates who 
were oven named as subjects for in- 
dorsement, one being a constable in. the 
third judicial township, the other a can- 
didate for district att-irney. The senti- 
ment of the committee was declared 
against indorsing People's Party men 
for any office; and when it came to a 
motion thai the district attorneyship be 
passed there was no dissenting voice. 


The superior judgeships camo next. 


.Not one of the fix candidates of the 
other parties, after they had run, the 
gauntlet of .DrohibitioniBt criticism, sat- 
isfied .the mind of a single member of 
the committee. It was plainly stated 
that here if anywhere was the golden 
opportunity for the Prohibitionists to 
put np two good men on their own 
ticket,,as it was almost a certainty that 
they would be elected by votes freely 
caet by the members of the other par- 
ties. But when it came to suggesting 
names none were found -of those who 
•would be likelv to accept. Two promi- 
nent Republicans, who are not candi- 
dates for any office, were named, but it 
waa simultaneously announced

They Show on Their Surface the 


Name of the Coming Governor. 
A peach was left at this office yester* 


day which was grown in the orchard ol 
L. V. Hatch near Oleander. It is a 
large cling, and on its side appears in 
red letters "Vote for M. M. Eatee." 


The letters are printed on the peach 


by sunlight and the process ia simple. 
A* piece of thin paper is used, and the 
letters are cat out of it, and It is then 
pasted on trie fruit and ia exposed to 
the sunlight while the fruit is ripening 
on the tree. Where the letters are cut 
from the paper the sunshine colon) the 
peel red, while all the rest remains 
white. The chemical process is the 
same as that which causes fruit to turn 
red in ripening, and is the same agency 
that prints 
photographs. 
When a 


beam ot sunlight is analyzed by a prism. 
H IB lound to contain seven visible rays, 
corresponding to the seven colors of the 
rainbow, and two invisible, or nine in 
nil. The eighth is a ray of heat, and 
the ninth a chemical ray, called the 
actinic. This js the part of sunlight 
which has charge of nature's dye works 
and gives color to growing vegetation 
This is the ray which printed- on the 
peach the patriotic words "Vote for M, 
M. Eatee."

Raisin Mea. 


EDITOR REPrm.iOAv:--Ie it thought 


that Ales. Gordon'* most wholesome 
and timely advice in a remit Utue of 
TUB KEPTBLICAX has reached a siu 
party for whom it was intended? Not a 
bit of it. Every civilized iait>iu grower 
who reads the papers and can thiuk fur 
himself has already joim-d the compact 
for e*-lf preservation. Tnere always me, 
however, a ifrtain percentage of crea- 
tures, someiiuit-s called huuidii,in every 
community BO ignorant they cannot un- 
UtTMaiul a suaitflil piojwsiiion with re 
suiting confluences. And even if they 
could understand it they would not 
l>rotit by it, as ii jrivea them a chance to 
be contrary and twin a notoriety for 
piglifadtHineaa thai tht-y could never 
achieve by going in thu same directiou 
as the rest, of the flock. Some are an- 
art'hUts and dftire to put their raisins 
where they will do the most harm to the 
community wlu.rh tolerates them with 
the least loss to themselves. 


Argument or persuasion is now a dead 


letter to all who are etilt outside the 
compact. Mr. Uordon'B article left the 
impiession thai the 1(«3 he epoke of 
might orcur, whereas it has already 
uappeued. In response to Cutting's cut 
the board of directors met tjie cut and 
lowered, by their new schedule, the 
price of every pound of raitins in Cali- 
lornia one-fourth ot one cent per pound. 


A- this appears to be the tirat attempt 


ot Cutting & Co. to crowd themselves 
into a new business with no other object 
apparently hut to ruin 10.000 people tuat 
might have been of service to them, it 
is but fair to suppose that their Eastern 
brokers are using them to break up the 
cimbiue that troubles them so much. 
Now, what is going to be the result? 
Another cut will most likely follow the 
first. Their circular only calls for de- 
livery to fill orders as fast as they have 
the goods to ship. If they don't have- 
them this year purchasers will have to 
wait till next, so that with one carload 
cney are going to ruin everybody. 
Sometldog ought to bedonetobreakthia 
up. Meeting their cuts ia juat what 
they are working for. Raising the price 
in tne sweat hoi and increasing the ad- 
vance on the same works a hardship to 
the packer, as he is now straining every- 
thing to meet advances, and can do 110 
more. 


Now, as the plan of the combine is to 


carry over raisins that are not wanted 
until they are wanted, what grower who 
has signed the compact will object to 
the corporation itself buying up these 
few car loads that are making all tbis 
rumpus, and holding them till next 
June or July, if necessary, to obtain a 
fair price for them? The officers of the 
company are men of responsibility. 
An official receipt with the company's 
seal for the value of each parrel of rais- 
ins bought, to be paid for within twelve 
months, would enable the holder tc take 
it to the bank and get his money, leas a 
reasonable discount of 8 or 10 per cent. 
If it should require more money than 
the backers can spare just now at crop 
time, it could be no doubt placed in San 
Francisco at lower rates. 


The company's inspector ia an experi- 


enced raisin man, who could have them 
cleaned and packed ready for shipment 
at the lowest cost possible to prevent de- 
terioration, properly scored and in- 
sured. 


As the impecunious grower 
would 


liave to lose 8 or 10 per cent at the bank 
to get his money, so the company could 
offer 10 per cent more for tbe raisins in 
the sweat bos than offered by anv relia- 
ble outside dealer or packer, and in this 
way lead them up to a price that would 
Jeave no profit to the outside packer. 
?ut tbia echeme into operation at once, 
and all of the bond of honor packers 
who are only waitine for chance to 
wreck the whole business, will come 
tumbling over each other to get in 
where the raisins are, with their checks.

mportani'e to Fresno, overshadowing 
iigh taxation or high wages. Sat-ra- 
nento lives and prospers, with a lax 
rate of $3,50 or (3.75 and wages for uian- 


il labor ut M!) rates, because of her ad- 
;iitage as a terminal point ou the 


Southern Pacific system, conceded by 
,hat company because of tho great river 
.hat Howe by her shores. 


Tho position of 
Fresno county is 


anomalous. Situated in tho center of 
the moat magnificent valley upon which 
the sun shines; with a climate which 
more than meets the demands of civil- 
zed life, heathful, salubrious aud vig- 
orous; a Eoil easy to cultivate and yield- 
ng a wealth of products, such as the 
world has never seen elsewhere, to the 
Tudeat efforts of man; water pure, de- 
iciouB and abundant; she has by a dee- 
lenite energy proved her right in ten 
rears time to be the metropolitan cen- 
,erof this splendid empire. Hut her 
growth is held ia check;' developement 
ms met harriers; energy ia expended 
with poor results, and the people feel 
hat their best and most determined 
efforts are to a large extent in vain. 


What is the trouble? Extortionate 


transportation rates over what has been 
supposed to he ttie only outlet for oar 
commercial affairs has sapped the ener- 
gies of our people and tlie fertility of 
our soil. Illustrations of tho tremen- 
dous taxation to which the Sm Jnaquin 
valley 'u subjejted by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company are given us by an emi- 
nent authority in discussing tho need of 
L competing system of transportation. 
Take for instance merchant iruu, which 
may be brought from New York to San 
Francisco by rail for 41) cants per 100 
(jounds, or by steamship for 32 cents. 
The eame commodity from Sau Fran- 
cisco to Freano will co'at 51 cents per 100 
pounds, or $2.20 per ton more than 
Irom New York to San Francisco. To 
Hanford the charge ia 62 cents per 100 
pounds, or $4.40 per ton more than from 
New York to San Francisco. Hainan 
wants to Bend the same kind of goods 
from San Francisco to BakersGeld lie 
will have to pay 82 cents per 100 pounds, 
which ia 40 cents more than twice as 
much per ton aa it costs for transport- 
ing the same articles from New York to 
San Francisco. 


Again, let us consider the conditions 


in regard to raisins aud dried fruit, in 
which the people of the great valleys 
are interested. From Fresno to Eastern 
markets the tariff calls for $1 per 100 
ouuds in carload lots, of which the 
.me to Ogden, the Southern Pacific* re- 
ceives about 45 cents per 100 pounds aa 
compensation for a service of about 
1000 miles. The rate on the same 
products from Freano to San Francisco, 
i distance of 195 miles, is 51 cents, or 6 
cents more than from Fresno to Ogden. 


We are told, that the net earnings of 


the Southern Pacific Company for 1893 
were $2,000,000, of which amount 90 per 
ceat was derived from the San Joaquin 
valley, perhaps 70 per cent from Fresno 
county, it being next to San Francisco 
the largest patron of this company. 


In the face of such Ggures, is there 


need to ask why men who have homes 
that are equal to tbe dreams of romance 
in beauty, vineyards loaded with purple 
aud ainoer grapes, trees beading with 
peaches, nectarines, olives, avenues of 
tigs and palms, is it a wonder that there 
is fear and distrust of the future in 
their hearts? What is the possible solu- 
tion of this condition of affaire? 


Is it possible that men have forgotten, 


that one of the noblest rivers of the Pa- 
iitic coast finds its source in the high 
Sierras of our own county and runs 
miles and miles through its arable 
land? Have they forgotten that there 
are merchants in'Kresno, who not many 
years ago received freight by steamer, 
landed at the Upper Sycamore within 
ten miles of our city—in sight of its 
electric lights? Do they know that 
hundreds of tons of wool and wheat 
have been shipped from Firebaughs. 
only thirty miles nway? That millions 
of feet of .lumber and tons upon tons of 
freight have been brought from the bay 
to Gasa Blanco on the Fresno slough, 
twenty-five miles away?, 


Here is our source of relief, !»eitive 


and permanent relief. The San Joa- 
quin river, at least the upper portion of 
the river, has never yet had the ad- 
vantage of engineering skill iu deepen- 
ing ita channel or clearing it of sand 
bars and snags, and yet in spite of this 
fact eight steamers have taken freight 
from Firebaughs [bis season. There ia 
no doubt but that many otner steamers 
would have been at that point if there 
had been traffic provided. 


Tbe Business Men's Association of 


Fresno have gone into the investigation 
of the feasibility of reaching Firebaugha 
by means of a canal from Fresno and 
have appointed an able board of direc- 
tors for this purpose. The work done 
by these gentlemen will be given to the 
public in it short time, and full informa- 
tion afforded. Nothing ever projected 
in Fresno county will compare in benefi- 
cent results to thia project, an absolnte 
and permanent source of relief from the 
intolerable exactions of the Southern 
Pacific Company, and a scheme entirely 
in the hands of the people of the county, 
easily and cheaply built and maintained.

No one 
then charged them with beingmo'nopoly 
tools, nor is it ao said now, since it is 
known that the building of this road 
waa planned and 
managed by tho 


Southern Pacific people. They were de- 
ceived then aud may be again, and it is <- 
this that the railroad people are hoping 
to he able to do now. They know they 
must fool theee gentlemen again if they 
expect to have their aid, even though it 
be of a negative nature, iu defeating 
this competing road. And what better 
way than to pat them oil the hack and 
tell them, tbroagh the railroad's friends, 
tu go ahead and prosecute wme enter- 
prise hi which they are already inter- 
ested?
